and one half years ago, he and his 
aides planned it that way. He 
has not sought to fragment the 
nation, but he has aimed at the 
vast states with any industrial 
concentrations and at those West- 
ern farm areas which are in 
need of federal aid and irrigation, 
or of agricultural legislation. 


The South, which has been re- 
duced to near political impotency, 
has become a problem for all 
national candidates. It demands, 
but it never concedes. 


Civil Rights 

As one of the Kennedy staff 
said, ““We decided to go for a plat- 
form plank on civil rights which, 
in our opinion, simply stated the 
facts. We knew from past con- 
ventions that no matter how mild 
such a bill might be, the South 
would object; so we decided this 
year to gamble and lay down 
fully the principles of equal jus- 
tice and opportunity.

and seek its votes, but his appeal 
there will be to the region’s young 
politicians who realize that the 
Spessard Hollands and Gov. Al- 
monds speak for the past and will, 
if they dominate, set the South 
back a half century. 


The Kennedy campaign dis- 
turbed some people. It had a 
great deal of the electronic age 
in it. He employed polls, com- 
puters, and many IBM machines. 
His efforts were of the most ex- 
acting, painstaking, careful sort. 
Data was fed into the computers 
and results obtained: Kennedy 
does hire specialists and experts, 
and he listens to them. He has 
come a long way from the old 
political technique of getting 
votes by kissing the babies. 


It was this presence of the IBM 
machine shadow in his campaign 
which disconcerted and disturbed 
some of the delegates and per- 
haps voters as well. It was never 
really a happy convention. 


Preparation 


The Kennedy preparation was 
smooth, rehearsed and efficient. 
Not one tactical mistake was 
made. There were two highlights 
of brilliant strategy. The first 
was the announcement on Sat- 
urday morning by Governor-nom- 
inate Terry Sanford of North 
Carolina that he would vote for 
Sen. Kennedy. This indicated 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson was losing 
his Southern support. It also put 
the pressure on the big state dele- 
gations to hurry and make ap 
their minds. 


The second was on Wednesday 
morning. Somehow, perhaps be- 
cause of the great affection for 
Adlai Stevenson and the aggres- 
sive claims of Sen. Johnson, the 
unfounded report had gone abroad 
that Kennedy was slipping.

Rolls On 
In Britain

LONDON — Britain's National 
Health Service, which offers 
cradie-to-grave medical, dental 
and psychiatric care free to all 
residents, treated more patients, 
doled out more prescriptions and 
provided a greater range of serv- 
ices last year than ever before. 


In a report published Thursday 
covering National Health, Service 
activities in England and Wales, 
the minister of health said the 
cost of care in fiseal 1959 totaled 
$1,878,800,000, an increase of $126,- 
000,000 over 1958. 


PROGRESS REPORTED 

During the past year great 
progress was made, according to 
the report, in a program to ex- 
pand the antiquated and badly 
crowded hospital system in Eng- 
land and Wales. 


Eight new hospitals have been 


gun on nine others and 17 more 
are in the planning stage. 


Enactment of new mental health 
legislation will expand the Na- 
tional Health Service care of 
mental patients, beginning this 
year. 


SCREENING PATIENTS 


Derek Walker-Smith, minister 
of health, said that in future gen- 
eral hospitals would provide fa- 
cilities for screening all types of 
mental illness and offer treatment

Use of drugs and medicines pro-

These quantities are in addition 
to the regular quotas the six 
countries already hold for 1960 
sales of sugar to the United 
States.

To Drive Is Welcome 


Col. William Trotter, who is do an 
excellent job as head of the * cy Pa- 
trol, intends to slam the brakes on a 
vicious racket that for some time has been 
endangering the lives of motorists. 

He’s hot on the trail of crooks. who 
forge drivers’ licenses and sell them to 
persons whose permits have been re- 
voked or who cannot pass the test for 
legal licenses. 

The racket has grown to such propor- 
tions that a GBI agent has been assigned 
especially to the task of rounding up 
forgers, applicants and holders of phony 
licenses. If additional personnel are need- 
ed to stamp out the practice they should 
be made available.

Bear in mind that the 1960 Re- 
publican platform has not been 
finally drafted, nor gone before 
the convention; therefore Gov. 
Rockefeller has every right and 
reason to try to shape the plat- 
form. 

Bear in mind that the Republi- 
can presidential nominee, who will 
almost certainly be Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, will have to win sev- 
eral million independent and 
Democratic voters to his side if 
he is going to have a chance of 
being elected. 

Bear these things in mind and 
you will see, I think, that Rocke- 
feller’s independent line—his in- 
sistent view that there are an- 
swers to our national problems 
in part different from and beyond 
those always offered by the ad- 
ministration—is a campaign as- 
set to the Republican Party and 
a help to Nixon where he will 
most need help this fall. 

Let me put this more concretely. 

Nixon, though he has had only 
limited opportunity to speak for 
himself in his role as vice presi- 
dent, is pretty well established 
as a conservative Republican. 


That certainly is his public image. 
He may prove to be less con- 
servative than some Republican 
right wingers would hope but he 
shows no present sign of moving 
very far to Eisenhower's left. 

I think that most voters will 
want Nixon to say exactly what 
he thinks and feels on the critical 
issues. They won’t want him to 
appear more liberal than he is. 
But the voters will also want to 
feel that Nixon is not the prisoner 
of the right wing of the Repub- 
lican party and that some forces, 
more liberal than Nixon, are ac- 
tive and strong in the Republican 
Party. 

This is exactly the service which 
Gov. Rockefeller is performing. 
I think it is a boon to Nixon. It 
gives Nixon special maneuver- 
ability within his party by mak- 
ing him less dependent upon the 
conservative wing with which he 
is most identified in the public 
view. It gives the nation’s inde- 
pendent and registered-Democrat 
voters—whom Nixon must court 
to win—an awareness that they 
have allies within the Republican 
Party.

A Cotton Field Dream of $100,000 


Came to Life for Atlanta Negro 


By RICHARD ASHWORTH 


The dream James Henry had 
as a youth in a South Carolina 
cotton field to ‘“‘see how it felt to 
have $100,000" was realized be- 
fore his death, an accounting of 
his Atlanta estate shows. 


The accounting, made when the 
Negro’s will was probated recent- 
ly by Fulton County Ordinary Eu- 
gene Gunby, showed Henry had 
approximately $140,000 in cash on 
deposit in local banks when he 
died May 27. 


Attorney Ernest H. Stanford, 
executor and trustee of the Henry 
estate, said Henry also owned 
some 40 pieces of real property, 
including stores and rental prop- 
erty with an assessed value of 


' about $85,000. 


Stanford, who had known Henry 
for some 14 years, said Henry— 
son of a tenant farmer—told him 
that “as a little boy in a cotton. 
field he saw what a hard time 
the other boys had.”’ 


“He said he wanted to see how 
it felt to have $100,000,’’ Stanford 
said. 

Born in 1879, in Anderson Coun- 
ty, S.C., Henry came to Atlanta 
as a young man and got a job as 
a fireman on the Southern 
Railway. 


Stanford said Henry started 


buying property in 1908, collecting | 


rent and reinvesting in other 
property. 

He retired in the 1940’s and con- 
tinued building his fortune. 


Henry, according to Stanford, 
was a firm believer in the saying 
of Booker T. Washington that ‘‘all 
you've got to do is to put your 
bucket down,” meaning Negroes 
can find lucrative incomes with- 
out venturing outside the South. 


Receipts showed that Henry 
made a number of gifts to Negro 
colleges and orphan homes. 


Some of the cash Henry left is} 


the crux of a claim filed by one 
sister and a brother. The sister, 
Frances Dinzey of Brooklyn, N.Y., 
took $52,900 out of a bank deposit 
box here, claiming her brother 
said she could have its contents.

Wil 
son was given authority to con- 
struct a station and broadcast on 
Channel 10 for a period of four 
months after construction.

the courts on grounds of ex parte, 
or off-the-record, approaches and 
improper influence.

OVERRULES JUDGE

Judge Stern conceded improper 
influences in the Miami case, but 
not in the Boston case; in neither 
did he recommend disqualifica- 
tion or suspension of licenses. 


The two cases were remanded 
to the FCC by the United States 
Court of Appeals for further in- 
vestigation, after the allegations 
of improper influence and ex 
parte approaches were turned up 
by the House Subcommittee on 
Legislative Oversight.

Webb Seeks 
To Re-Indict 
Parks Aide 


A new indictment probably will 
be sought against former State 
Parks Department employe Mrs. 
Frances Wright to replace one 
ruled out Wednesday by the Geor- 
gia Supreme Court, Sol.

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Consumer’s Dollar Braces 
For Stiffest Competition 


NEW YORK—The remaining months of 1960 will 
provide the greatest challenge to American business in 
years. although no major changes are expected to occur 


the economy. 


The slackening pace of second 
quarter growth in the total eco- 
nomic activity, compared with 
that of first three months, has 
produced a mood of hesitation. 
Bankers agree it is difficult to 
look ahead more than a few 
months. 


Factors to watch are a con- 
sumer scale-down in buying plans 
—as revealed early this month 
in a report by University of Mich- 
igan Survey Center, and the fact 
that manufacturers’ new orders 
are running below shipments. 
Likewise, “it will be important 
to note the degree of success en- 
countered in the ‘cleanup’ of 1960- 
model automobiles,” says Mor- 
gan-Guaranty Trust. 


Another important factor to 
watch is that capital-goods trends 
show signs of a turning point. 
Such outlays aren’t up to the ex- 
pectations of government’s re- 
port of capital investment inten- 
tions. This suggests a topping out 
of such outlays sooner, and at 
lower levels, than anticipated. 


It all spells out that business 
faces a period of intense compe- 
tition for the consumer’s dollar. 
Firms that don’t promote aggress- 
ively will fall by the wayside de- 
spite moderate gains in over-all 
business. Those that are efficient 
will be rewarded. It means this 
is the time to be active and to 
make solid plans for next year. 


Public psychology will improve 
later in the third quarter and 
even more in the fourth quarter. 
Employment will tend higher, 
stimulated by increased activity 
in automobile and steel industries, 
and there will be a better business 
atmosphere in view of the im- 
portant national elections. More- 
over, the Federal Reserve's 
easier money policy will contrib- 
ute to general improvement.
